Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1- 
21,23,31, and 35-38 were allowed in previous office action. Regarding claim 22 and 39, 
as stated by the applicant in the arguments submitted 2/8/06, neither Courtney nor 
Zhang explicitly disclose calculating the shear component such that a final matrix is a 
combination of a rotation and a translation and at least one internal camera parameter. 
Furthermore 0563737 does not disclose this. Thus claims 22 and 29 are allowable over 
the prior art of record. Claims 24-30,32-34, and 39-42 are dependent on allowable 
claims and thus are allowable for the same reasons given for their parent claims.
